from 1941 to 1944. That loss will 
be more than made up next year. 
Thereafter as motor vehicle reg-

In any event, Rt. Hon. J. L, Il- 
sley pointed aut at the May 
conference last year that even 
if the provinces al) accepted the 
Dominion proposals the provin- 
ces would still be currently tax- 
ing for some $265 millions in 
their own fields.

Former Livestock 
Official Is Dead 


Alberta livestock commissioner 
for 16 years before retiring a dec- 
ade ago, Sidney George Carlyle, 


of North Edmonton, died Monday 
night in an Edmonton hospital 

MR. CARLYLE, who was live 
stock commissioner from 1920 to 
1936, was 72 years of age 

He is survived by his wife; four

What is protoplasm? It is a jelly-
